~ Democrats Refused to Instruct 


For New Jersey Governor 


Champ Clark Supporters Balk- 
ed the Movement to Instruct. 
Clark Leaders Claim 22 of 
the 30 Baltimore Delegates 
Are for the Speaker. | 


Bay City, Mich, May 15.—The 
Michigan state democratic convention 
concluded its sessions here *tonight by 
voting to send an uninstructed delega- 
tion of thirty members to the national 
convention at Baltimore.Woodrow Wil- 
son's Michigan managers were defeat- 
ed in efforts to have the delegates in- 
structeq for him and Speaker Champ 


Clark's friends hailed the outcome of 
the convention as a Clark victory, Im- 
mediately aftr the convention had ad- 
journed Clark leaders declared that 
22 of the 30 members of the delegation 
were for Clark. 

Wilsen Forces Beaten. 

The Michigan Clark managers were 
aided in their fight by a contingent of 
Clark's friends from Missouri ang Ar- 
Kansas, who took advantage of latent 
sentiment among delegates for an un- 
instructed delegation to the conven- 
tion to advance the cause of the Mis- 
sourian. 

Coming to Bay City with a claim 
of 424 instructeg delegates out of a 
total of 1,334 in the state convention, 
the Wilson managers were loath to give 
up their apparent early advantage. 
They only quit the struggle at the last 
hour, when tne Clark leaders, who 
had crystallized considerable senti- 
ment for their candidate over night, 
threatened to go onto the floor of the 
convention and call for Clark instruc- 
tions if the Wilson leaders did not 
agree to abide by resolutions for no 
instructions.

South Carolina Sends Unin- 
structed Delegation to Baltimore, 


Columbia, S. C., May 15.—After vot- 
ing to send the states 18 delegates to 
the Baltimore convention uninstructed 
the demecratic state convention to- 
night adopted, by a vote of 241 to 91, 
a resolution indorsing Woodrow Wil- 
son for president. !t was remarkable 
for its brevity: 

“Resolved, That 
dorse Woodrow 
struction.” 

The Line of Battle. 

From the .sinute tie convention 
formed its permaneni organization to- 
night it was apparent that the line of 
battle had been drawn between those 
advocating instructions for-Wilson and 
those favoring an uninstructed delega- 
tion. The fight lasted for three hours 
of five-minute oratory. According to 
the speakers who were opposed to in- 
struation, no attack was directed 
against Wilson. They simply wanted 
the state’s delegates to be untrammel- 
ed, free to act according to their best 
judgment if developments showed that 
some other candidate had a better 
chance to win than Wilson. 

The anti-instructionists fired the first 
gun, scoring the first hit. They put 
through any agreement that any reso- 
lutions referring to the instruction of 
' delegates should be taken up by the 
convention direct, without the cus- 
tomary reference to the resolutions 
committee. 2

Sandusky, Ohio, May 15.—President 
Taft will not let up in his attack upon 
Colonel Rovsevelt as long as he is in 
the campaign for renomination. 

No matter whether Mr. Rooseve'it 
ceases his personal attack on the pres!- 
dent, Mr. Taft intends to keep up his 
campaign of criticism of the former 
president. In a half dozen of the 
shorter speeches he made today, the 
third day he has spent on his present 
tour of his home state, Mr. Taft em- 
phatically declared it was not time 
now for Mr. Roosevelt to preach the 
doctrine of “no personalities.” 

Taft Will Use Hot Shot. 

“Having called me everything in the 
category of bad names that are men- 
tioned in polite society, Mr. Roosevelt 
now wishes to indulge in lesg em- 
phatic expression,” said Mr. Taft at 
Bucyrus, 

“Well,” he continued, “I don't want 
to bandy epithets with him, but I do 
wish to meet his unfounded charges. 

“Mr. Roosevelt is now going about 
Ohio saying that he will not conde- 
scend to personalities with me,” Mr. 
Taft shouted at Mansfield. “Having 
applied to me every name in the ¢al- 
endar and now coming back to Ohio, 
and fearing its effects, he says, ‘Let's 
have no personalities.” I am. here to 
answer the charges that he is continu- 
ing to make, although he does not roar 
so loudly and does not use so many 
peithets.”

Dayton, O., May 16.—In the opinion 
of Theodore Roosevelt the campaign 
for the republican nomination for 
president has now been decided. He 
dictated this statement tonight: 


“The number of delegates necessary 
to nominate is 539. 
already elected without counting the 
contested delegates I have more than 
600. Of the delegates yet to be lected 
I am confident I will receive enough 
to insure my nomination on the first 
ballot.”’ 


Colonel Roosevelt's claim was based 
upon a table of delegates prepared by 
his secretary. According to this cal- 
culation there are nearly 500 dele- 
gates already elected and instructed 
for Roosevelt. The table did not take 
into consideration the chances of ob- 
taining delegates from Ohio or New 
Jersey. 

A new broom was tied to the rear 
platform of the Roosevelt special train 
today. 

Colonel Roosevelt began the second 
day of his Ohto campaign in Elyria 
where he made a speech before break- 
fast at 6:40 o'clock and ended it at 
Dayton tonight. He delivered fifteen 
speeches during the day to large 
crowds.

Nashville, Tenn., May 16.—Police re- 
serves were rushed into the democratic 
state convention hall tonight when del- 
gates thought Congressman K. D. 
McKellar and State Comptroller Dibrell 
were about to come-to blows. McKel- 
lar and Dibrell belong to opposing 
factions in Memphig politics, and Mc- 
Kellar was addressing the convention 
in regard to a Shelby county contest 
when, in reply to a sally from someone 
in the audience, he said, “Ths demo- 
cratic party is tired of Dibrell.”’ 

Instantly the convention was in an 
uproar, and in the midst of the con- 
fusion Dibrell was seen to mount the 


platform and approach McKellar. Oth- 


ers, thinking they were going to fight, 
rushed between them, people crowded 
the platform and, in the struggle, the 
speaker's table was overturned. It 
required the combined efforts of the 
sergeants-at-arms and the police to 
restore order. 

Dibrell explained afterwards that he 
mounted the platfom for the purpose 
of asking his friends to give McKei- 
lar a fair hearing.

“Doped” a Lawyer to Get 
Information—-Witness Also 
Repudiates a Letter Which 
He Wrote and Signed. 


Washington, May 15.—Edward J. 
Williams, of Scranfen, Pa., chief wit- 
ness so far in the h®use judiciary com- 
mittee’s investigation of an alleged 
transaction between Judge Robert W. 
Archbald, of the commerce court, and 
the Erie railroad, furnished a sensation 
at today’s hearing when he denounced 
William P. Boland, author of the 
charges against the jurist, as “a tral- 
tor, a cut-throat and a dangerous man.” 

W hile Williams hotly denounced 
Boland, who sat within arm's length, 
he also charged him with once having 
“doped” a lawyer in Scranton to get 
certain information. By the time the 
stir was over Williams had further 
complicated his testimony. He repudl- 
ated a letter signed by him and sent to 
Vice President Conn, of the Laure) line, 
Who had contracted to buy the Katydid 
culm bank from Williams and Archbald 
after they had secured an option upon 
it from the Erie. 

Photograph of Letter. 

A photograph of the letter is in pos- 
session of the department of justice, 
but Conn testified it had never been 


out of his possession and that he had 


not been a party to photographing it. 
A reference in the letter “to the party 
with whom you have been dealing”! 
was construed to mean Judge Arch-| 
bald. 

Attorney Worthington, for the judge, | 
sought to bring out an inference that) 
Boland had inspired.the letter and pho-} 
tog~raphed it before.it was sent to) 
Conn. 

Williams on the stand declared he 
had never seen it, notwithstanding 
that the signature was his. 

“If you did-not dictate this lettér, 
whom do you think did dictate it?’ 
asked Mr. Worthington. 

‘Maybe Judge Archbald dictated it,” 
said Williams, 

‘T haven't any idea.” 

“You admitted here the other. day 
that you took another letter from 
Judge Archbald to Mr. Conn to W. P. 
Boland and let him photograph it, 
didn’t you?” 

“Tt didn’t know he was going to pho- 
tograph the letter,’ said Williams. 

Alleges He “Doped a Lawyer.” 

“You said a while ago that Boland 
had told you that he had done things 
to others. What did you mean?” 

“Why, he doped a lawyer in Scranton 
to get some information out of him,” 
said Williams. :

“Yes, Boland told me that he gave 
him liquor in order to get information 
out of him.

In 1993 a crevasse occurred at al-| 
most the same spot and at that time 
the estimated damage, if it were not 
closed, was fiiaced at $25,000,000. The 
public was aroused, money and labor 
Was contributed, the federal govern- 
ment gave valuable assistance and ap- 
proximately $200,000 was spent’ in an 
effort to close the crevasse. While the 
effort not entirely successful, a 
line of six-pocket cribbing of heavy 
timbers wast driven almost entirely 
across the gap, more than 150,000 bags 
of sand piled into the pockets, and, 
according to the official 1903 flood re- 
port of the United States weather bu- 
reau, the possible damage was reduced 
from %325.000,000 to actual damages of 
$2,000,000. 

The Louisiana levee boards have not 
sufficient funds to undertake the clos- 
ing of the crevasse, but if the Missis- 
Sippi river commission dves not take 
favorable action tomorrow and give 
the United States engineering force 
orders to close it, the necessary funds 
may be raised by popular subscription.

Supreme Court Declares Senate 
Confirmation Essential 


Decision in Case of Shackelford 
v. West, in Favor of Latter, 
Means Governor Hoke 
Smith’s Unconfirmed Ap- 
pointees Lose Out. 


T. J. Shackelford, of Athens, ap- 
pointed by Governor Hoke Smith judge 
of tke city court of that city, but 
whose appointment the senate failed 
to confirm, cannot get the position, 
according to a decision of.the state 
supreme court rendered yesterday, de- 
spite the fact that the regular term 
of Judge H. 8. West expired September 
12. i9il. 

Under this decision 
court, which is a sweeping one regard- 
ing appointments by the. governor, 
whenever the law specifies confirma- 
tion by the senate, the appointment is 
not complete and the appointee cannot 
assume the position until the senate 
has confirmed, 

There is only one exception to this 
rule, ang that is when a vacancy 0oc- 
curs in guch an office through any 
one of a number of causes, and the 
senate is not in session, the governor 
may make an ad interim appointment 
and the appointee may fill the vacancy, 
subject to confirmation by the senate 
when it meets. The decision was writ- 
ten by Justice Beverly D. Evans. 

Applies in All Cases, 

This decision of the court applies 
to all cases of appointments made to 
fill offices where terms have expired 
Or are soon to expire. 

The court holds that the expiration 
of a term does not mean a vacancy 
in the office, and that the incumbent 
may continue to serve until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and has qualified, 
and this includes confirmation by the 
senate. 

If the term of an officer appointed 
by the governor is not to expire until 
eight or nine months after the ad- 
journment of the senate and the law 
requires senate confirmation the gov- 
ernor must either make the appoint- 
ment while the senate is still in ses- 
sion, providing for it months in ad- 
vance, or he must wait until the sen- 
ate is again in session, permitting the 
incumbent to hold over in the mean- 
time. 

The Shackelford-West Case. 

The apointment of Mr. Shackelford 
as judge of the city court of Athens 
in the summer of 1911 while the 
legislature was in session was one of 
a number of appointments made by 
Governor Smith and sent to the senate 
which that body failed and refused to 
confirm. 

The senate took the position then 
that as Governor Smih was a candidate 
for United States senator, a position 
to which he was electeg during the 
session, and woulg be :n office but a 
short time at best, it would not con- 
firm appointments which were to be- 
come effective subsequent to his leav- 
ing the executive office, Later the 
senate declined to confirm any of 
Govrnor Smith's appointees, and there 
are a number of them who stand in 
practically the same position as does 
Mr. Shackelford. 

Up to the hour of adjournment there 
was some question as to what the sen- 
ate would do, ang it finally adjourned 
without taking any action whatever 
on Governor Smith’s appointments, all 
of which were returned to his secre- 
tary by the secretary of the senate. 

Named Three Times. 

Mr. Shackelford’s appointment was 
sent to the senate August 16, 1911, and 
confirmation of it was asked. 

On August 19, the senate having 
failed to act, Governor Smith again 
appointed Mr. Shackelford judge from 
September 12, 1911, for a term of four 
years. The appointment, with others, 
was returneg to the governor's gsecre- 
tary. 

On September 18 Governor Smith is- 
sueqd an executive order declaring that

the oath and received his commission, 
Judge West refused to give up his 
position as judge, holding that there 
was no appointment in the absence of 
confirmation by the senate, whereupon 
Mr. Shackelford instituteq quo war- 
ranto proceeding®@® in the effort to get 


the office. The superior court decided 
against him and the supreme ccurt has 
affirmed that decision, 

What the Court Holds. 

The supreme court makes only 
points in its decision. The first of 
these is that where an official is ap- 
pointed by the governor for a periog of 
four years, under section 261 of the 
code, and the appointment requires the 
action of the senate, the term of office 
of the incumbent does not expire at 
the expiration of such term, but the 
incumbent holds over until his suc- 
cessor is lawfully commissioned and 
qualified. 

In the next place the court holds 
that where a person is to be appointed 
to an office by and with the advice 
and consent of"the senate, such per- 
son does not become the successor of 
another in office by mere executive 
appointment. 

‘If the term of the incumbent has ex- 
pired,” says the supreme court, “but 
he still continues to discharge his du- 
ties, there is no such vacancy in the 
office as will authorize the governor 
to fill it*by the appointment of a suc- 
cessor without the consent of the sen-

“Mr. Senff (a director and vice presi- 
dent of the company) told me such an 
agreement had been entered into Dy 
the Havemeyer and Elder Company,’ 
answered Gerbracht. 

Asked if he Knew anything about 
the profits of the Havemeyer and Elder 
refinery just prior to the formation of 
the “trust” agreement of 1887, Ger- 
bracht said that J. O. Downey, who re- 
ceived 5 per cent of the net profits of 
the company, had told him that in 1885 
he got $88,000 as his share, $105,000 in 
1886 and $107,000 in 1887. After the 
@Mmalgamation Downey told him he 
was not doing so well. said Gerbracht. 

“Did Mr. Downey ever say anything 
to you about the acqulsition of a re- 
finery in California?” 

This question aroused a storm of 
protest from the various attorneys for 
the defendants on the ground that it 
was prior to the supreme court de- 
cision ig the Knight case, and there- 
fore could not be properly inquired 
into.

even that faith, though builded on kin- 
ship and inspired by daily association, 
should not weigh lightly with us. 

What then should it not mean to us 
if by our interest, sympathy and sin- 
cerity we have inspired the complete 
and abiding faith of one unrelated by' 
blood or unattached by the ties of cere- 
mony. That person who believes in us 
unreservedly is surely unlifted too. He 
acquires a sense of ultimate security, 
and realizes that there is at least one 
person to whom he may turn in perfect 
trust. Inevitably he ig led to realize 
that if he knows of one so fully trust- 
worthy, that surely there must be 
many, many others; and so he looks 
on the world more cheerfully and in 
kindlier spirit. Therefore, for him 
faith is a rare stimulant that ought 
never be diluted. | 

But what of the man who inspires 
this faith in himself, and, by that 
token, in humanity? What conscious 
elation ought he not feel? He has 
justified the highest principle of life 
and evoked the deepest, sweetest emo- 
tion; and having found one with so 
great a faith in him, he is spurred to 
bigger and truer things, that he may 
justify all the best that ig believed of 
him. Thus his understanding of others 
will become Keener, his tolerance in- 
creaSe immeasurably, and his gentle- 
ness grow until, almost before he real- 
izes it, the fabric of hig character and 
the complexion of hig habits will have 
changéd;'and he will find that he may 
look without fear into his own soul.

$500,000 GARDEN GIVEN 


TO LIQUOR DEALERS 


Philadelphia, May 15.—Governor 
O'Neal, of Alabama, tolqg the National 
Association of Wholesale Liquor Deal- 
ers here today how state-wide prohibi- 
tion had been tried in Alabama and 
was finally rejected. 

The governor said: 

“It has been generally recognized 
that the best method of regulating or 
controlling the liquor traffic is a local 
question, which should be committed 
to the counties or cities affected. 

“The thoughtful sentiment of the 
American people is more and more 
tending to the conviction that it is the 
abuse and not the use of intoxicating 
liquors which constitutes the evil to 
be remedieq and the only sane and 
proper course, is to commit the traffic 
to private individuals under. strict and 
stringent provisions of law.”

ONE KING DEAD: 
ANOTHER REIGNS 


Frederick VII, of Denmark 
Succeeded By Christian, 


Frederick VIII. Dropped Dead 
On Hamburg Street, and His 
Body, Unrecognized, Was 
Taken to Morgue—Unpleas- 
ant Stories About Death. 


Copenhagen, May 15.—Christian X. 
Was proclaimed king of Denmark 
from the balcony of the palace at 
$8 o'clock this afternoon in the 
presence of a huge concourse of 
people who had gathered tn the 
square in front of the royal resi- 
dence. The reading of the procla- 
mation was hailed with a loud cheer 
from the enormous crowd, 

Enthusiastic cheering broke out 
as the monarch in the uniform of 
the Royal Guard stepped onto the 
balcony. In a brief speech he paid 
a tribute to his father and pointed 
out the difficulties of succeeding 
‘such a ruler, concluding: 

“May God give me strength right- 
ly to rule my dear old country and 
may it live for ever.” 

Royal messages announcing the 
accession to the throne were read 
in both houses of parliament at 4 
o'clock. 


Hamburg, May 15-—The body of 
King Fdereick VIII. of Denmark will 
be placed aboard a special train tomor- 
row morning and conveyed to Trave- 
munde. There the royal yacht, Danne- 
brog, convoyed by a warship, will take 
the body to Copenhagen.
